NEW chapter in the political history 

af British Columbia and of Canada 

has been written in the election of 
Mr. Frank Calder to the Provincial Legis- 
lature. Mr. Calder is an Indian. He ts the 
first mgmber of any of Canada's native 
tribes to be given a voice in the government 
ofthe land that belonged to his ancestors; 
and it is fitting that he should have headed 
the polls in Atlin in the first election since 
eXtension of the provincial franchise ta, the 
aboriginal population. 

It is noteworthy, too, that Mr. Calder won 
his place in the Legislature by defeating 
the sitting member’in open contest, under 
an unconditional franchise Thus his 
election differs from the return of Maoris to 
the New Zealand Parliament, where four 
native members are elected each term in 


contests limited to voters of their own race. *
